Bringing You Good News 
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EPA Peringies Permits for EDS Waste Wells 


Senator Ray Basham :

The U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency's recent termination of permits 


_ issued to Environmental Disposal Sys- 


tems, Inc., has opponents of the Romu- 
lus company's hazardous-waste injec- 
tion wells claiming victory after a 14- 
year fight. 

The battle began just before the fall 
1993 local election, when the City of 
Romulus filed a zoning-based lawsuit 





challenging EDS's right to operate its 
first well, which had been drilled on M1 
property off Wahrman Roadthatsummer. 

More than 10 years and millions of 
dollars in legal fees later, the City was 
seemingly stymied when EDS obtained 
Federal and State permits to begin op- 
erating at a second location, on Citrin 
Drive, in December 2005. 

But in October 2006, according toa 
statement issued by the EPA, Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality 
inspectors ordered EDS to shut down 
operations after finding a leak in the 
surface piping of one of EDS's wells. 
Subsequent EPA inspections confirmed 
the leak, and further investigation re- 
vealed other violations, including failure 
to notify the agency of an ownership 
transfer at the now-closed facility. 

In April 2007, the EDS corporation 
was dissolved. | 

Among those who were especially 


_ pleased aboutthe EPA's announcement 
was Senator Ray Basham (D-Taylor), — 
who said that "shutting down this com- 


pany and putting an end to their bad 
environmental practices" has been one 
of his top priorities since he first entered 
the Michigan Legislature. 

"Persistence does pay off, as the 
combined efforts of local residents, the 


environmental and business communi- 

ties, and elected officials prevailed and 

put a stop to this pollution,” stated 

Basham, who disputes the EPA's asser- 

tions about the safety of injecting haz- 

ardous wastes nearly a mile below the 

surface, separated from underground 

sources of drinking water by thousands > 
of feet of basically impermeable rock. 

"This lengthy process is almost com- 
plete, and soon we can move forward 
with permanently closing this facility," 
he added. 

Indeed, chances of the facility re- 
opening appear slim, given astatement 
made by Kevin Pierard, acting director 
of EPA Region 5's Water Division. 

"Any potential new operator must 
startthe permitting and public-comment 
process from the beginning," he said. 

A public comment period on the 
proposed termination ended June 22. A 
response-to-comments document pre- 
pared by the EPA will be available for 
review at the following locations:

City of Romulus Doesn't 
Need Electronic Packets 


To the Editor: 

On October 8, | attended the Romu- 
lus City Council's study session regard- 
ing the feasibility of switching to “paper- 
less" electronic information packets and 
laptop computers. 

One of the people who spoke dur- 
ing the meeting was a councilman from 
Wesiland, which has already adopted 
the use of electronic packets. (Romulus 
DPW director Tom Wilson was previous- 
ly employed by the City of Westland, 
and this was an acquaintance of his.) 
According to the councilman, Westland's 
council approved the switch by a vote of 
4—3. He said that electronic packets are 
a lot cheaper than paper packets, and 
that using them has saved Westland a 
lot of money. 

Romulus City Councilman Harry 
Crout asked him how the residents of 
Westland have accepted the use of 
electronic packets. He replied that the 
majority were for It, and a few were 
against it. 

When Councilman Crout asked 
about the start-up cost of acquiring new 
laptops and software, the gentleman 
from Westland said he didn'thave those 
figures with him. When Councilman 
Crout asked him for the annual operat- 
ing cost of using electronic packets, he 
again said that he didn't know; he didn't 
have the figures with him. 

Then Councilman Crout stated that 
the current cost of a paper packet in the 
City of Romulus is $1.59 per person, 
which amounts to $11.13 per meeting 
for seven councilmen, or $400.68 per 
year. An annual delivery cost of $132 
brings the total to $532.68. The council- 
man from Westland said he didn'tbelieve 
thatfigure. Councilman Crout asked the 
City Clerk if the figures were correct, 
and she confirmed that they were. 

At a prior study session, the cost to 
switch to electronic packets was esti- 
mated at $24,000. Now, that figure has 
been cut in half ($12,000) by proposing 
the purchase of fewer computers, less 


software, and no printers. Why can no 
One give us a cost for operating a 
paperless system for one year? At one 
point, it was noted that new laptops 
would need to be purchased every four 
years. Thecostofnine laptops at $1,000 
each would be $9,000. Dividing that 
cost over a four-year period equals 
$2,250 per year ... and that doesn't 
include the cost of operation! 

Councilman Crout asked the gentle- 
man from Westland what his city's an- 
nual budgetis. He replied that it is about 
$60 million per year. After noting that 
Romulus's budget is only about $25 
million, Councilman Crout went on to 
say that, if Romulus had Westland's 
budget, its residents probably wouldn't 
mind their councilmen having laptops, 
either. 

One Romulus councilman in partic- 
ular — Bill Crova — has been pushing for 
electronic packets for years. Mr. Crova, 
| believe that we should wait until we 
have some of the tax base that West- 
land has (stores, theaters, restaurants, 
etc.) before we make a change. If you 
don't agree, why don't you put the ques- 
tion to the voters in the next election, 
and see how they feel about their tax 
dollars being spent on laptops? 

Romulus Mayor Alan Lambert said 
he had $20,000 put aside for this project. 
Yet, City workers who belong to the 
Teamsters union haven'thad a contract 
forayear and ahalf. That $20,000 could 
be used in a new contract for them. 

Unfortunately, | really believe thata 
majority of the Romulus City Council is 
going to vote "yes" on this issue.

cars, to the plastic storage containers in 
our cupboards. To help Michigan fami- 
lies do their part to fight global warming, 
Senate Bill 7 would require efficiency 
standards for new products, including 
bottle-type water dispensers, DVD play- 
ers, furnaces, andarange of other appli- 
ances.
